Veteran gets legal 
win after foreclosure

Jacob McGreevey at long last got justice for himself and 
as many as two-dozen other military veterans. 

The former Marine fought a long and unsuccessful court 
battle to prove that creditors illegally seized his Vancouver 
home. He had all but decided to throw in the towel after a 
federal appeals court panel ruled against him in August. 

But McGreevey learned Thursday that the U.S. Justice 
Department had determined that a now-defunct company 
in Bellevue, Washington, illegally foreclosed on at least 
two-dozen veterans, McGreevey among them. As part of a 
settlement, McGreevey could receive as much as $125,000. 

“T feel happy,” McGreevey said. “I feel more at peace with 
the whole situation because, of course, I did not agree with 
the appeals court. To see that the people who did me wrong 
are being held accountable is just great.” 

The Oregonian/OregonLive first reported McGreevey’s 
plight in May 2017. A veteran of four tours in Iraq and

‘Tears, terror, 
fury at hearing

The most consequential Supreme Court 
opening in a generation gave rise to the 
most bitter Senate hearing in memory 
Thursday, as California professor Christine 
Blasey Ford accused Judge Brett Kavana- 
ugh of sexually assaulting her when both 
were teenagers and Kavanaugh angrily 
assailed Democrats for pushing what he 
said were false charges to “blow me up and 
take me down.” 

The day began with an emotional punch 
as self-described “terrified” Ford, her voice 
shaking at times, described in stark detail 
being pinned on a bed by drunk Kavana- 
ugh at a high school gathering. 

Hours later, the drama escalated as 
seething Kavanaugh faced the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee from the same chair and 


adamantly denied her charges. 

“You may defeat me in the final vote, but 
you'll never get me to quit. Never,” the red- 
faced and defiant nominee told Democrats. 

The 53-year-old federal judge was often 
tearful and paused for gulps of water as he 
spoke about the toll that the allegations by 
Ford and two other women have taken on 
his wife, his children, his parents and his 
friends. 

“This has destroyed my family and my 
good name,” he said, adding: “This whole 
two-week effort has been a calculated and 
orchestrated political hit, fueled with appar- 
ent pent-up anger about President Donald 
Trump and the 2016 election.” 
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What’s next 


The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee will vote Friday morning 
on whether to recommend 
Kavanaugh for confirmation. 
Republicans expect him to be 
approved, but acknowledged 
the outcome will be close. 


Preliminary votes by the full 
Senate would begin Saturday, 
with a final vote next week. 
Republicans’ margin for error 
in the full Senate is slim. If all 
Democrats oppose the nomi- 
nation, just two GOP senators 
would sink the confirmation.
